revolvers and placing an excise tax 
of $100 each on those m anufactur­ 
ed in the United States except for 
export, 
introduced in the Unit**! 
States Senate by Senator Royal S. 
Copeland of New York, has been en­ 
dorsed by the Michigan Audubon 
Society, Mrs. Edith Munger, of Hart, 
Midi., the president has announced. 
The bill, largely written by Chief 
M agistrate W illiam McAdoo of New 
York City, was recommended to the 
Michigan society by its crime pre­ 
vention 
committee chairman, 
Joe 
Beatty B unt. 
In 
acknowledging 
the 
society 
action, M agistrate McAdoo declared 
that the bill has been endorsed by 
two international police conventions 
and approved by the American Bar 
Association, as well as New York 
judges and the mayor. 
Those apposing it, he said, are 
advancing “an illusion very com­ 
mon, that 
a law-abiding 
citizen 
armed with a pistol meets an out­ 
law, highwayman 
or 
burglar on 
terms of equality. This is absolutely 
so,’ 
he declared. “The robber has 
carefully prepared to surprise the 
victim in or outdoors and I chal­ 
lenge opponents of the proposal to 
give the number of cases within the 
last ten years where the armed citi­ 
zen has prevented the burglary, shot 
the burglar, or deterred the high­ 
wayman from carrying out his pur­ 
pose. 
“ Pistols are as common in the 
United States as lead pencils. There 
are 
more 
people 
in 
the 
United 
States carrying pistols or posses­ 
sing them, outside the armed forces, 
than all the rest of the world. There 
are more shootngs and killings with 
revolvers in the United States than 
in all the countries of Europe, Asia 
and Africa. 
“After we have taxed the pistol 
out of existence as ^ar as possible 
In the United States, we will then 
be in a position to deal with crooks. 
“ From my experience as former 
chief magistrate 
of

New York, my advice to law-abiding 
citizens, if they have revolvers, is 
to go down to the river and throw 
them in.”

When the gangsters who murder­ 
er Meman Rosenthal at the bidding 
of Police Lieutenant Becker were 
captured they were found to be rat- 
faced. dull brained morons, lacking 
in every attribute of the “bad mao” 
of fiction. So little had they of 
craft, or even of ordinary intelli­ 
gent prudence, that as soon as they 
were suspected tile police had no 
difficulty In discovering and arrest­ 
ing them. The same is true of the 
two Diamonds, both of whom have 
been convicted of murder in the 
first degree in connection with the 
Brooklyn hank messenger murder. 
Yet these thick witted gunmen, to­ 
gether with a half dozen others of 
the same sort, were chiefly respon­ 
sible for the reign of terror that 
for a year caused citizens who went 
abroad with sums of money on their 
persons to fear for their lives. 
There seems little doubt that the 
high officials of the police depart­ 
ment were as astonished as was the 
public when it was found that these 
lads, who were little above morons 
in intelligence, had committeed one 
of the most daring crimes in the 
history of the city. Yet it is always 
stupidity which is most to be feared. 
Becker, the instigator of the fa­ 
mous Rosenthal murder, was a com­ 
pound of ignorance and vanity. A 
glance at the photographs in any 
rogues' gallery will convince the 
observer that the romantic type of 
dangerous criminal is extremely un­ 
common. 
The surprising thing is that men 
and boys of such low mentality can 
commit crime after crime and ‘‘get 
away with it.” The very lack of 
all the qualities usually ascribed by 
the* public, and by the police as well, 
to the criminal seems to be their 
protection. 
The detective department of the 
police force did a thoroughly good 
job in catching the Diamonds and 
securing the evidence that convicted 
them. But had there been at head­ 
quarters an intelligent department 
as well conducted as that maintain­ 
ed by the army in time of war the! 
Brooklyn murder might never have 
been committed. 
In wit, resourcefulness and cour­ 
age no crook is a match for a 
trained detective, aud he always 
plies his evil trade at a disadvan­ 
tage, for he is always outside the 
law. Yet because in air lost every 
instance even veteran detectives ap­ 
pear to think they must look for 
“master minds" instead of criminal 
idiots, gangs and gangsters continue 
to institute reigns of terror and not 
until a great many crimes have 
been committed are they finally 
rounded up.

A serviceable snow scraper can readily 
be made by attaching a piece of gal­ 
vanised iron to an ordinary garden rake, 
as shown in the drawing.
